Possibly of AUSTRIAN parentage; studied 
with Bohr; and taught in Russia from 1935- 
1937 but disliked the Communist "rituals" 
he h4d to conduct at the beginning of every 
class. (Asked to leave Russia in 193? when 
other foreigners were.) Didn’t know to 
what country he owed allegiance. Subject 
was sponsored 1934-1935 in this country 
(U. of Kans.) by the "Emergency Committee 
for the Relief of Displaced German Scholars." 
Jewish (liberal), reported ardent hater of 
the Nazis. 

8-2 According to another source, BECK was bom 

in^ Czechoslovakia; asst, to Heisenberg; spent 
six months with Rutherford at Cambridge. 
Worked with Kapitza and Joffe and became 'ac- 
quainted with leading Russian physicists 
while in Russia. From 193S-41 taught at 
Univ. of Lyons, France, since 1943 has been 
at Univ. of Cordoba, Argentina, working in

Went to Argentina in 
the ^O’s; returned to Germany early ’30’s. 
Part Jewish but his friends kept him out 
of concentration camps. Has two sons who 
are RETURNING TO ARGENTINA with him. 

German, naturalized Argentinian. Faculty 
of Pharmacy and Biochemistry of Tucuman, 
Inorganic Chemistry. Has studied action of 
iodates on Hypophdphorus acid,,. 

German physicist. Known to be an authority 
on nuclear energy,
